The Spain playmaker’s inch-perfect 
through-balls teed up strikes for Pe¬ 
dro and Willian, while his astute flick 
round the corner let fit-again Eden 
Hazard drill home from 20 yards. 

At the death another sumptuous 
Fabregas flick let Nemanja Matic 
square into the box for Hazard to tap 
home his second goal and cement the 
visitors’ victory. 

John Obi Mikel endured an uncom¬ 
fortable afternoon as a makeshift 
centre-back, such was Chelsea boss 
Guus Hiddink’s reluctance to start 
Matthew Miazga. 

Gary Cahill’s illness, coupled with 
John Terry’s Achilles problem and 
Kurt Zouma’s long-term knee issue, 
left Chelsea short in the heart of de¬ 
fence. 

Mikel agreed to shift back from 
midfield, but hardly answered the 
clarion call from Hiddink with any 
kind of security 

Bournemouth wasted a hatful of 
first-half chances however, with only 
Tommy Elphick’s header to show for 
their bluster. 

Bournemouth dominated the open¬ 
ing five minutes but Chelsea pun¬ 
ished their lack of penetration with 
the summary justice of Pedro’s coun¬ 
ter-attack goal.

NEWCASTLE manager 
Rafael Benitez knows a thing 
or two about second-half 
comebacks and he duly 
effected another as his side 
came back from two goals 
down to draw 2-2 with former 
club Liverpool. 

The Spaniard is still fondly 
remembered at Anfield for 
the 2005 Champions League 
final when the Reds 
recovered from 3-0 down to 
beat AC Milan, but the locals 
were less enamoured with 
this effort. 

Trailing to goals from Daniel 
Sturridge and Adam Lallana 
at the interval the Magpies 
salvaged a valuable point in 
their battle against relegation 
thanks to strikes from Papiss 
Cisse and Jack Colback. 

They are still a point from 
safety, having played one 
match more than 17th-placed 
Norwich, but having looked 
out of the game after 45 
minutes this result may turn 
out to have a galvanising 
effect. 

The drama on the pitch 
matched that off it as 
Liverpool defender Mamadou 
Sakho’s failed drugs test for 
an apparent ‘fat-burning’ 
substance grabbed the pre¬ 
match headlines. 

Having lost a trio of key 
players - midfielders Jordan 
Henderson and Emre Can 
plus in-form striker Divock 
Origi - to injury in the last 
three week, the last thing 
manager Jurgen Klopp would 
have wanted six days ahead 
of a crucial Europa League 
semi-final was to have 
another player ruled out. 

Although the centre-back 
has not yet been charged and 
is therefore still eligible to 
play, Liverpool’s owners, 
Klopp and the player - after 
consultation with UEFA and 
the Football Association - 
decided to withdraw him from 
selection. 

The furore appeared to 
matter little as just 58 
seconds in Sturridge scored 
his seventh goal in as many 
starts. A sustained period of 
dominance followed which 
culminated in Lallana curling 
home a shot from the edge of 
the penalty area on the half- 
hour after another assist from 
Moreno - the 50th goal in 26 
league matches under Klopp. 

Newcastle’s revival got 
under way with Cisse 
powering home Vurnon 
Anita’s cross after Simon 
Mignolet came to punch and 
missed. 

The Belgium goalkeeper 
could do little with Colback’s 
deflected shot which made it 
2-2 in the 66th minute and 
gave Newcastle belief they 
could snatch an unlikely 
victory.

IT’S STRANGE how some¬ 
times football throws up a 
scenario where a seemingiy 
perfect good team with a 
perfectiy good manager just 
siump. 

Everton boss Roberto Martinez 
must be counting down the days 
until the end of the season, just hop¬ 
ing he can survive until the sum¬ 
mer break for a chance to regroup, 
refresh and rethink things at Goodi- 
son Park. 

The Toffees seem like they have 
unmistakable feeling of downward 
momentum sucking them in at the 
moment. 

When that takes it hold it doesn’t 
seem to matter what you do, what 
players you have, how much you try, 
it just keep going from bad to worse. 

Alright, Everton have been beset 
by an unfortunate spate of injuries 
in recent weeks, and that goes some 
way to writing off this small period 
of their season. 

However, it would be wrong to pre¬ 
tend that before that things were 
particularly rosy in the garden. 

Despite a general trend of slow 
decline in recent years, take a quick 
look at Everton’s squad and you see 
quality dotted everywhere. 

They have a £50m rated centre half 
in John Stones, wanted by the big¬ 
gest clubs in the world, and one of 
the most frightening, prolific and 
deadly strikers around in Romelu 
Lukaku, a player who would get into 
most other sides in the division. 

In midfield they have Gareth Bar¬ 
ry, a steady player of some experi¬ 
ence. Their left back is the excellent 
Leighton Baines, while Ross Barkley 
has been likened to Paul Gascoigne 
and Wayne Rooney in the past. The 
list goes on. 

Their manager, Martinez, comes 
with a reputation for playing attrac¬ 
tive football, and is also known for 
his ability to keep a squad together 
and gel them. 

On top of that the Blues have a pas¬ 
sionate fan base and pack the best 
part of 40,000 supporters into every 
home game, even if their ground is 
increasingly archaic. 

It would seem that everything is in 
place for Everton to thrive, and yet 
they continue to sink. 

You have to conclude that logic 
doesn’t always play a significant 
role in football, a sport where mo¬ 
mentum really is king.

AFTER successfully seeing off 
Borussia Dortmund in dramatic 
fashion in the Europe League, as 
weii as treating their fans to a

MANUEL Pellegrini praised 
his Manchester City side 
after they warmed up for the 
Champions League semi-final 
with Real Madrid by thumping 
Stoke. 

With one of the biggest 
games in the club’s history to 
come on Tuesday, City could 
have been forgiven for taking 
their eye off the ball in the 
league. 

But they could not afford 
another slip-up after the 
midweek draw with Newcastle 
and the 4-0 victory at the 
Etihad Stadium moved them 
closer to securing a top-four 
spot.

The only real moment of 
concern for the City boss 
came when Yaya Toure went 
down holding his thigh late in 
the game, and Pellegrini 
confirmed his fitness will 
need to be checked.

(Aguero) is playing all the 
games. I didn’t want him to 
finish. 

“Fernando, I don’t think he 
will have any problem.

“For Vincent, it was a risk to 
play two games in 72 hours. It 
was better for him not to take 
a risk.

Iheanacho once again 
seized his chance to impress, 
taking his tally of goals for 
the season to 11. 

The 19-year-old was a late 
substitute against Paris St 
Germain, and Pellegrini did 
not rule him out of playing a 
part against Madrid.

McManus: A lack of infrastructure has cost us in last two years 


THE launch of under-18 and devel¬ 
opment teams at Brockenhurst can’t 
come soon enough for first-team man¬ 
ager Pat McManus.

Breath of fresh air 
says McManus of 
2016 champions 

BROCKENHURST boss Pat 
McManus has welcomed 
Salisbury’s short but sweet 
stay in the Sydenhams Pre¬ 
mier Division. 

When Brock held the Whites to an 
opening day 0-0 draw back on August 
8, it looked as if the Wiltshire phoe¬ 
nix club would take time to settle - 
particularly when they were beaten 
2-1 at home by Whitchurch three days 
later, writes Wendy Gee. 

But Salisbury learned their les¬ 
sons quickly and, by the time they 
met Brockenhurst again last Satur¬ 
day, they had already been crowned 
champions with six games to spare.

“We breached their defence on the 
counter-attack a few times and, with 
a bit more composure, we could have 
affected the game a bit more. 

“Their goalkeeper (Charlie Searle) 
pulled off a great save from Mark 
Barker and we had a couple of pen¬ 


alty appeals turned down - one for 
blatant handball. I’m pleased with 
the way my lads applied themselves 
based on the personnel we had avail¬ 
able. “We only had 13 players, includ¬ 
ing my assistant Richard Morse. 

“I’d like to have made some chang¬ 
es after an hour when it was still 1-0 
but, with Scott Joyce, Jack Burrows 
and Matt Yokes all missing, I didn’t 
have the strength in depth to do that. 

“To go away and get a result in this 
league with the injuries we’ve got is 
a big ask - let alone to the champions 
and a side with the resources Salis¬ 
bury have!”

STEVE Hollick is at a loss to 
know exactly why AFC Tot- 
ton’s season has imploded so 
dramatically over the last six 
weeks. 

But, despite the team’s abysmal 
end to the Southern One South & 

West campaign, which brought seven 
straight defeats prior to today’s fi¬ 
nale at Mangotsfield, he feels the club 
have made significant strides off the 
park, writes Wendy Gee. 

“There’s been a lot of stuff going 
on that the fans don’t see - it’s just a 
shame the first-team have been so in¬ 
consistent,” said the Stags boss. 

“We’ve brought new sponsorship 
in, we’ve made the link with Matt Le 
Tissier Natural Coaching and our 
reserves are looking quite strong for 
next year. 

“This year has been a steep learn¬ 
ing curve for me personally and for 
the whole club. 

“I’m very fortunate to be in the posi¬ 
tion I’m in, running a club like Tot- 
ton, and I get great backing from the 
chairman Andy Straker and Roy Ed¬ 
wards. They do everything they can 
to make my life easier and they don’t 
get a lot of credit for what they do. 

Voluntary 

“We’ve got a lot of good people be¬ 
hind the scenes putting a lot of effort 
in and it’s all voluntary 

“What the fans don’t see is that 
there have been historical issues to 
readjust behind the scenes which 
have taken up more of my time than 
actually managing.” 

Hollick, though, does not need tell¬ 
ing that matters on the pitch need im¬ 
proving next season. 

Tuesday’s 2-1 home defeat by Wim- 
borne made it eight league games 
without a win - unacceptable for a 
squad of their quality 

“The performance against Wim-

borne tells the story of the season, 
we’ve been inconsistent all the way 
through,” he reflected. 

“It’s a case of rolling up our sleeves 
and getting things sorted for next sea¬ 
son. 

“The league is going to be very 
strong next year and we’re going to 
be competing for players locally. 

“We’ve got to try and get guys in to 
improve the squad and, between my¬ 
self and the coaches, we have to make 
sure that the mistakes we’ve made 


this season are put right. 

“We’re the ‘almost’ guys at the 
moment - we’ve almost clicked and 
we’ve almost played well.” 

Hollick, meanwhile, has confirmed 
that striker Mark Gamble - signed 
on an 18-month contract from Wim- 
borne Town in January - requires an 
operation in the summer. 

Prior to joining the Stags, he had 
spent three months sidelined with 
two displaced foot bones and ankle 
ligament damage and has yet to get 


back to his sharpshooting best. 

“Mark’s been for a scan and he 
needs a clean-out operation,” said 
Hollick. 

“It’s nothing sinister, but he’s been 
advised to rest it completely and we 
don’t want to aggravate it. 

“It’s a shame that someone of his 
quality has had to write this season 
off because of a bad injury. 

“But I’m sure that after a good pre¬ 
season he will come back as sharp 
and lethal as he’s always been.”

EASTLEIGH chairman Stewart Don¬ 
ald says it will likely take two to three 
years to get the club’s Silverlake Sta¬ 
dium home “onto the next level.” 

In the meantime, the Spitfires will 
be submitting additional plans to 
improve facilities at the clubhouse 
end of the ground during the close 
season. 

They involve removing the portable 
buildings currently in use and erect¬ 
ing a new, permanent building next 
to the existing clubhouse, which will 
also be redesigned. 

Donald, who intends submitting the 
plans to the council this month with 
a view to starting work in June, ex¬ 
plained: “The reality is that we are 
unlikely to be able to start work on 
the West Stand and the two corners 
on the west side until well into the 
summer and, therefore, we are sub¬ 
mitting additional plans that can be 
implemented in the close-season to 
improve facilities. 

“We are planning to redevelop the 
clubhouse and extend it on two floors 
the length of the North Stand. The 
facility will include a new club shop, 
executive club, club offices, police 
control room and further corporate 
facilities. 

“It will mean a massive increase in 
our capacity to feed and water people 
in nice surroundings. 

“It should enable us to offer a much 
better experience and it will mark the 


start of the ground improvements.” 

Back in February, Eastleigh un¬ 
veiled a multi-million-pound master- 
plan for a multi-purpose 9,000-seater 
stadium to go hand in hand with 
their ambitions to reach the Foot¬ 
ball League. These things take time, 
however, and Donald informed fans 


in last week’s matchday programme: 
“There is no doubt we are going to 
need some further consultation to 
implement our plans in full, but there 
is a lot of dialogue behind the scenes 
and it will not be too long before we 
can release an official document and 
plan. 


“Subject to the council granting 
permission, it is likely to take two to 
three years for us to conclude all the 
necessary improvements. 

“We will be liaising with the fans to 
ensure we try and deliver something 
we can all be proud of and that fully 
maximises the fans’ experience.” 


Town turn 
full-time 

BASINGSTOKE Town have 
announced they will be going 
full-time next season. 

In a move similar to what 
Eastleigh attempted prior to 
Bridle Insurance’s arrival, 
Town - due to be relegated 
from the National League 
South - will recruit some of 
the best young players 
released by professional 
clubs and mix them with a 
sprinkling of experienced 
individuals and products of 
the Basingstoke academy. 

At the same time, the north 
Hampshire club have 
announced a partnership with 
SkyBet Championship side 
Queens Park Rangers which 
will see the pair regularly 
working together. 

“We want to make this club 
sustainable without needing 
to pump money into it,” 
explained manager Terry 
Brown, who took charge at 
the Camrose last month. 

“This is a three-year project 
to build a team of young, 
hungry players, with three or 
four experienced players who 
will want to get their coaching 
badges. 

“The idea is getting under- 
21 players released from the 
likes of Reading, 
Southampton, Bournemouth 
and the London clubs who 
want to get back into league 
football. 

“Along the way we will sell a 
few, but we will also build a 
backbone of a side which is 
very exciting. 

“Some players develop 
later and being released does 
not make them a bad player. 

“It may mean the club has 
three right-backs and does 
not need another. Often there 
is not a lot between any of the 
players.” 

Brown is also keen to dip 
into the Basingstoke Town 
Academy, which is still under 
the wing of former first-team 
boss Jason Bristow. 

“Jason has done a superb 
job,” he said. “I am really 
excited about working with 
young players every day. 

“We may not be looking for 
promotion next season, but 
we are building something for 
the future.” 

Basingstoke have also 
struck up a partnership with 
Sydenhams League side 
Alton Town and will be using 
their brand new all-weather 
training facilities.

Football will take a back s 


EVERTON midfielder Gareth Barry 
equalled the record for Premier League 
starts when he took his place in the 
Merseyside derby on Wednesday. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at the five 
most prolific starters since the era 
began in 1992. 

David James - 571 starts: A £1 million 
signing from Watford, James made his 
Liverpool debut at the very start of the 
Premier League era against Brian 
Clough’s Nottingham Forest. He was a 
familiar face for the next 18 seasons, 
taking in spells at Aston Villa, West 
Ham, Manchester City and Portsmouth 
and keeping 169 clean sheets along the 
way - a record only recently beaten by 
Petr Cech. 

First Premier League start, for 
Liverpool v Nottingham Forest, August 
16 1992. 

Gareth Barry - 571: A versatile 
performer whose Premier League 
career began in 1998 as a ball-playing 
defender at Aston Villa and has also 
taken in stints at left-back, left-midfield 
and, most frequently, midfield anchor. 
Played the vast majority of his football 
in 12 years at Villa before a big-money 
move to Manchester City and an 
ongoing Indian summer with Everton. 

First Premier League start, for Aston

Villa V Sheffield Wednesday, May 2 
1998. 

Frank Lampard - 546: Lampard made 
his name at boyhood club West Ham 
and signed off from English football 
with Manchester City, but his is a name 
forever linked with Chelsea, where he 
became the club’s record goalscorer. 
For a man whose eye for goal was so 
essential to his game, he fittingly netted 
in his final outing against Saints in May 
2015. 

First Premier League start, for West 
Ham V Arsenal, August 17 1996. 

Ryan Giggs - 522: The definitive 
player of the Premier League era and 
the symbol of Manchester United’s rise 
to dominance. Giggs had already 
broken into the United side in the old 
First Division and went on to claim 13 
titles, racking up a staggering 46,433 
minutes of Premier League football. 

First Premier League start, v Sheffield 
United, August 15 1992. 

Gary Speed - 521: When Speed lined 
up on the first day of the newly-formed 
Premier League, he did so as part of a 
Leeds side who had won the previous 
season’s title. He later played for 
Everton, Newcastle and Bolton. 

First Premier League start, v 
Wimbledon, August 15 1992. 


WINCHESTER City EC defender 
Jamie Thoroughgood is a very busy 
man. 

He has spent this season juggling 
a semi professional football career 
with the Southern League Division 
1 (South & West) promotion chas¬ 
ers with his hectic life as a junior 
doctor. 

Last week, in the first of an exclu¬ 
sive two-part interview with Paul 
McNamara, Thoroughgood talked 
about the pressures of his work 
and his sporting childhood which 
took in a Twickenham schools rug¬ 
by cup final win. 

Here is the concluding part of the 
interview... 


Thoroughgood’s front foot ap¬ 
proach to life, his unabashed posi¬ 
tive outlook, is best characterised 
by his attitude to learning his trade. 

“Going onto the wards is your 
own active learning, almost an ap¬ 
prenticeship,” he says. “You have 
to be proactive. If you’re not learn¬ 
ing a lot on a ward on a particular 
day then you have to go away and 
get your head in the books. Or if 
you’re not learning a lot from the 
other doctors one day, then what 
about going on a phlebotomy 
round, or putting some cannulas 
in? 

“You do have to go out of your 
way to try and learn when you are 
in that environment. It would be 
easy to get swallowed up and think 
‘just because I’m following some¬ 
body around I must be learning’.” 

Industrial action 

Following people isn’t what Thor¬ 
oughgood does. His views on the 
junior doctors’ strikes, and in par¬ 
ticular the first full walkout (when, 
unlike with previous industrial 
action, junior doctors will not pro¬ 
vide emergency care) in the 68-year 
history of the NHS, planned for 
April 26-27, are the result of an in¬ 
formed mind. 

But a mind also prepared to bow 
to the knowledge and experience of 
more worldly-wise colleagues. In 
short, Thoroughgood balances his 
opinions with the same precision 
he applies to his wider life. 

“As junior doctors we all want to 
help patients,” he says. “I want to 
make sure I can do the best for my 
patients. There’s not a day when 
I go home and don’t think about 
them. 

“Now we’re having a contract im¬ 
posed on us which junior doctors 
who are far more experienced than 
me think is unsafe and unfair. 

“Some days I will see 12 or 13 
patients by myself - if there are 
things I can’t do I will ask some¬ 
one else. There won’t be that many 
doctors on the ground in a five-day 
week. So to stretch it over seven 
days, we feel a little bit victimised. 
Putting more junior doctors in the 
hospital isn’t the answer to provid¬ 
ing a seven day service. 

“The soundbites that (Health Sec¬ 
retary) Jeremy Hunt comes out 
with, about stroke statistics (Hunt 



claims stroke patients are 20% 
more likely to die at weekends) and 
increased mortality at weekends... 
we did a critical appraisal of one of 
the papers talking about the week¬ 
end effect. 

Impact 

“You can’t draw the conclusions 
and quote the statistics from them 
that Jeremy Hunt is putting for¬ 
ward. 

“I hope we don’t lose public sup¬ 
port. Whether the British Medical 


Association (the doctors’ and medi¬ 
cal students’ trade union) are going 
about it the right way or not, I don’t 
know because I’m junior, I don’t 
have the experience of this and 
how this will impact me. 

“If we feel that striking is the 
right way to go forward then I 
will support my colleagues. I have 
struck in the past. I am reluctant 
and I am worried about the with¬ 
drawal of emergency care (during 
the full walkout). 
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eat when I grow up!

“But I know our consultant col¬ 
leagues will be in the hospital. 
They’re excellent, incredibly sup¬ 
portive. If I can be reassured that 
patient care won’t be compromised 
then I’ll be striking with my col¬ 
leagues. What we’re doing is strik¬ 
ing now to prevent a potentially 
unsafe situation in the future.” 

Thoroughgood also fears the con¬ 
sequences of overworked, tired 
senior registrars and surgeons be¬ 
ing compelled to make life chang¬ 


ing decisions. 

Decisive moments in a football¬ 
ing sphere, then, are relatively mi¬ 
nor when matched up against daily 
hospital mechanics. Nevertheless, 
one of Thoroughgood’s Winchester 
City teammates could imminently 
have a huge choice to make. 

The day before this interview 
Warren Bentley was the subject of 
a BBC Sport article, championing 
the striker’s 41 goal haul for the 
season. 


It is a tally that outstrips any 
other player in England’s top eight 
tiers. But is Bentley good enough 
to make the mighty jump up to the 
Football League? 

“He is the best forward I’ve ever 
played with or against. He’s intelli¬ 
gent. He comes off defenders. He’s 
not the type of player I like to mark. 
I like someone who will stand with 
me and try and outmuscle me. He’s 
got such a good first touch. His fin¬ 
ishing is excellent as well. 

Down to earth 

“And he’s a modest, down to earth 
guy He leads by example. He’s 
not loud on the pitch. But when 
he talks people listen. They see 
what he can do with a football and 
that he’s knowledgeable about the 
game. 

“Everyone has respect for him 
because of the way he conducts 
himself in the dressing room and 
around the club. 

“He has all the technical ability to 
go higher. He needs a club to take 
a chance on him. He has an excel¬ 
lent career as a teacher. But like 
any of us, if we had the opportuni¬ 
ty to give professional football a go 
and put our careers on hold, then 
I think we’d have to take it. And I 
think he would.” 

Thoroughgood is equally bull¬ 
ish concerning his team, who he 
considers capable of emerging tri¬ 
umphant from the season ending 
play-offs. 

But how long can he keep this up? 

“I want to play football for as 
long as I can - and for as long as I 
can continue to put it before other 
things. My family and my girl¬ 
friend (Emma, a research analyst 
for a company in London) are very 
supportive. If my situation chang¬ 
es, I’ll have to reassess. 

“I need to start thinking about 
post-graduate exams. A lot of med¬ 
ical conferences and extra things 
are on a Saturday. But I hate miss¬ 
ing football. I’d only ever miss it 
for work. 

Backward seat 

“Football might take more of a 
backward seat when I start think¬ 
ing about what I want to do when I 
grow up! If I want to be a consult¬ 
ant in a hospital, a GP, a surgeon.” 

Whatever path he chooses, Thor¬ 
oughgood will follow it with the 
commitment and exuberance that 
have defined his 23 years, thus far. 

“I just love talking to patients,” 
he says. “I like looking after peo¬ 
ple. I loved my surgical block and 
I’m really enjoying my medical 
block. It’s a bit early to know yet 
which direction I’ll take. 

“You want to be good at your job. 
If a consultant or a patient asks me 
a question I want to be able to an¬ 
swer it. You just want to be the best 
you can be.” 

Spending time with Jamie Thor¬ 
oughgood is an enlightening expe¬ 
rience, inspiring even. 

For the man in question, his af¬ 
fect is all in a day’s work.

Prolific Bentley could be 
relieved of spot-kicks 


WHEN it comes to scoring machines, 
Winchester City’s Warren Bentley has 
been the best of the non-League bunch 
this season. 

But with all still to play for in the 
Southern One South & West play-offs, 
the Citizens’ 57-goal skipper and top 
gun might find himself relieved of 
penalty-taking duties. 

Needing just one last point to secure 
fifth spot, it was job done for Winchester 
on Wednesday as they fought out a 
precious 1-1 draw at Slimbridge. 

But it would have been a more 
comfortable evening had Bentley not 
missed the chance to make it 2-1 when 
his 56th-minute penalty was saved by 
Swans’ keeper George Burton. 

Fluffed his lines 

It’s not the first time the otherwise 
impeccable striker has fluffed his lines 
from 12 yards and, with so much at 
stake in the coming days, manager Paul 
Masters may elect to give someone else 
the job. 

“Warren’s missed a few penalties and I 
might have to take that responsibility off 
him. He’s got enough pressure on him 
as it is, ” said the boss. 

“We’ve spoken about it and we’ll have 
another chat. 

“It (promotion) could come down to 
penalties in the end and we need to look 
at it.” 

It was Bentley who set up Craig 
Feeney to equalise from close range at 
Slimbridge after Paul Fahy had put the 
Swans ahead. 

That clinched City’s fifth straight draw 
and Masters admitted: “We did stumble 
over the line a bit, but I never doubted 
we would get into the play-offs. 

“Everyone we’ve played over the last 
month seems to have been right up for 


it, which shows why this league is 
stronger than the Wessex. 

“There are no easy games, other than 
(rock-bottom) Bashley, and Wednesday 
was a prime example of that.” 

Winchester have made the play-offs at 
the first time of asking after finishing 
runners-up to Sydenhams Premier 
champions Petersfield last term. 

They were not even promoted until 
mid-June when Flackwell Heath turned 
down the opportunity to join the S&W 
ranks.

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Cherries’ tep flight success 
similar te Saints’ first year 


IN 2010/11, Saints won pro¬ 
motion from the third tier of 
Engiish footbaii. 

Two seasons later, the club had se¬ 
cured their Premier League survival 
after back-to-back elevations, writes 
FREDDIE MOLYNEUX. 

A handful of players from the 
League One days were still key per¬ 
formers in the Premier League. 

Rickie Lambert, Adam Lallana, 
Kelvin Davis, Jose Fonte and Mor¬ 
gan Schneiderlin had all shown they 
could go from being third-tier regu¬ 
lars to top-flight regulars in the space 
of a couple of years. 

A sixth Saint, Jason Puncheon, 
had once been a regular in the third 
tier for the club before he fell out of 
favour under Nigel Adkins - only to 
then reignite his career once Saints 
were back in the Premier League af¬ 
ter a seven-year absence. 

It was a marvellous achievement - 
to stay up in the Premier League with 
the nucleus of the same side that had 
been in League One. 

Now Saints’ south coast rivals 
Bournemouth have achieved some¬ 
thing very similar. 

When the Cherries won promotion 
from League 1 in 2012/13, Tommy 
Elphick, Steve Cook, Simon Francis, 
Charlie Daniels, Harry Arter and 
Marc Pugh all started over 30 league 
games. 

Winger Matt Ritchie arrived from 
Swindon in January 2013 and was a 
regular in the run-in. 

Remarkably, six of those seven play¬ 
ers have appeared in more than 20 
of Bournemouth’s Premier League 
games in their amazing debut season 
rubbing shoulders with England’s 
elite clubs. 

The only exception is Elphick, and 
he would surely have played more 
than 20 had he not suffered a serious 
injury back in September. 

That makes Eddie Howe’s achieve¬ 
ment in not only getting Cherries to 
the promised land of the Premier 
League, but actually keeping them 
there against the odds, even more re¬ 
markable. 

He won’t win the manager of the 
season award - that is surely des¬ 
tined to go to Claudio Ranieri - but 
the fact he has kept Cherries up (with 
more than a month of the season left) 
with a large number of his third di¬ 
vision promotion-winning team is 
truly phenomenal. 

Francis, signed from Charlton in 
the summer of 2012, is one of two 
ever presents in the Premier League 

- ex-Saints favourite Andrew Sur- 
man is the other - while Daniels and 
Ritchie have only missed one game 
and Cook two. 

Pugh, though no longer a regular 
starter, has still appeared in 23 top 
flight games - including sub outings 

- while Arter has made 19 starts in a 
season hampered by injuries. 

All those aforementioned players 
have fully rewarded Howe for the loy¬ 
alty he has shown them. 

And the fact the nucleus of the 
team has stayed intact throughout 
the club’s meteoric rise must surely 
have helped in this unforgettable 
campaign. 

These players’ doing well was im- 


for the elite league. 

So not only do they have the old 
guard gelling with the new stars, 
Howe has even got some players who 
were on the fringes last year to play a 
huge part in this campaign. 

Dan Gosling must have thought 
his Premier League career was over 
when he was sat on the bench for 
much of last year, but he’s been an 
integral part of the Bournemouth 
midfield. 

So has Junior Stanislas, who strug¬ 
gled for starts in the Championship 
last season but who has turned in 
some impressive performances in 
the Premier League and scored five 
goals. 

You can analyse each individual 
player all you want but actually what 
makes Bournemouth such a great 
outfit is the team spirit and together¬ 
ness they have. 

Just look at Leicester this season. 
Perhaps not the greatest technical 
side you’re ever going to see, but a 
bit of hard graft and a ferocious will 
to win can get you a very long way. 

Bournemouth have those attrib¬ 
utes in abundance. 

They top all the stats for distances 
covered, with Surman (another re¬ 
vived career) having run the furthest 
in the whole league, notching 188.8 
miles prior to last Sunday’s game 
with Liverpool. 

Bournemouth have been nothing 
short of a revelation this season, 
showing bravery to continue with 
their cultured passing style even 
when they were going through a 
sticky spell. 

Howe believes in his team and be¬ 
lieves they can go toe to toe with the 
best.

Parade for

SAINTS fans are being encouraged 
to gather at Southampton’s Guildhall 
Square next Sunday for a 40th anni¬ 
versary parade in celebration of the 
club’s famous 1976 FA Cup victory. 

The actual open-top bus that car¬ 
ried the winning team on a victory 
tour around the city after the mo¬ 
mentous 1-0 win over Manchester 
United at Wembley has been restored 
to its original condition. 

It will now feature in a throwback 
event to partly replicate the fanfare 
that greeted Lawrie McMenemy’s 
side on that incredible day 
It will all take place before Saints 
take on Manchester City in the Pre¬ 
mier League at 4.30pm at St Mary’s. 

Supporters are asked to gather in 
Guildhall Square where the bus and 
all the surviving members of the 1976 
team will be in place from 2.45pm. 

They will then, at around 3.20pm, 
start the parade towards St Mary’s 
(see the route pictured) and make 
their way along Marine Parade to the 
stadium with the Southampton Al¬ 
bion Band leading them. 

“Get to Guildhall Square to see the 
boys,” said organiser Mike Osman. 
“It’s a huge opportunity for everyone 
to come and see Lawrie and all the 
players. 

“Please come out and support the 
lads. It would be fantastic to see eve¬ 
ryone.” 

It is all a part of the 40-year celebra¬ 
tions. 

The event victory parade is fol¬ 
lowed by a special show at the May¬ 
flower Theatre in Southampton after 
Saints play City, as well as a golf day 
on April 27 and a gala dinner at St 
Mary’s on April 29.

Liverpool 
star fails 
drugs test 

LIVERPOOL defender 
Mamadou Sakho has failed 
a drugs test and did not 
play against Newcastle on 
Saturday. 

The alleged offence relates 
to the Reds’ Europa League 
second-leg tie at Manchester 
United and is believed to 
concern a so-called ‘fat¬ 
burning’ substance. 

It is understood the France 
international is highly likely to 
request his B sample be 
tested, with the deadline for 
that request set for Tuesday. 

Sakho has not been 
suspended either by the club 
or UEFA, but it is understood 
that after discussion between 
the club’s owners Fenway 
Sports Group, manager 
Jurgen Klopp and the player 
himself it was decided the 
centre-back should not play 
in the immediate future, even 
though he is still eligible for 
Premier League matches and 
Thursday’s Europa League 
semi-final first leg in 
Villarreal. 

Liverpool issued a brief 
statement confirming an 
apparent doping violation. 

“Yesterday, Friday 22nd 
April 2016, a formal 
communication was received 
from UEFA stating that they 
are investigating a possible 
anti-doping rule violation by 
Mamadou Sakho,” it said. 

“The player will respond to 
UEFA on the matter. The 
player is currently not subject 
to any playing suspension. 

“However, the club, in 
consultation with the player, 
has decided that while this 
process is followed the player 
will not be available for 
selection for matches. 

“There will be no further 
comment at this time.” 

The club have been pro¬ 
active in their response to the 
alleged doping violation - 
consulting fully with UEFA 
and the Football Association - 
and while Sakho is technically 
still available to play it was 
felt the best course of action 
was to withdraw the player 
from selection and it is 
understood Sakho himself 
was fully behind the decision. 

There will be no disciplinary 
action for the club to face - 
that can only kick in if two 
players in same season are 
found to have had doping 
violations - and there is 
absolutely no risk to their 
continued participation in the 
Europa League.

(NEWCASTLE) 


Cole thrived in a two-striker system at 
Manchester United alongside Dwight 
Yorke and even Teddy Sheringham, 
whom he famously did not speak to 
away from the pitch, yet it was at 
Newcastle with Beardsley where he 
really came of age. The two arrived on 
Tyneside within six months of each 
other and, in their only full campaign 
together, they accrued a remarkable 55 
league goals between them despite the 
club only finishing third in the final 
standings of a 22-team league. Cole 
was then surprisingly offloaded to 
United midway through the 1994-1995 
season. 

ALAN SHEARER AND 
CHRIS SUTTON 
(BLACKBURN) 

The season after those Cole and 
Beardsley’s exploits, the strike-duo 
known as ‘SAS’ was formed and 
contributed 49 goals to help deliver the 
top-flight title to east Lancashire 21 
years ago. Injuries to Sutton and 
Shearer’s £15million switch to 
hometown club Newcastle meant the 
partnership was quickly broken up but 
few pairs have been so successful over 
the course of a solitary campaign in 
terms of individual and collective 
success. 

ALAN SHEARER AND LES 


FERDINAND 

(NEWCASTLE) 

This was another relationship 
involving Shearer that was brief but 
productive. The Premier League’s all- 
time record scorer joined the Magpies 
in 1996 and scored 25 league goals in 
his first season, with Ferdinand 
weighing in with 16 himself. The 
highlight was a 5-0 drubbing of reigning 
champions Manchester United in 
October when Shearer created two, 
including one for Ferdinand, and scored 
one himself. 

MICHAEL OWEN AND 
EMILE HESKEY 
(LIVERPOOL) 

Heskey recently said of his 
relationship with Owen: “It was one of 
those partnerships that clicked straight 
away, even from that young age.” It was 
a classic big man, little man, one-two 
punch that was cultivated in England’s 
youth ranks and continued at Liverpool, 
where they won a treble of their own in 
2001. 

Their greatest hour was the Three 
Lions’ 5-1 demolition of Germany when 
Owen scored a hat-trick and Heskey 
made one and added the fifth. 

HARRY KANE AND DELE 
ALLI (TOTTENHAM) 

Two of England’s most exciting 
prospects have thrived under Mauricio 
Pochettino’s guidance in north London, 
with 34 combined goals already during 
the current campaign. Kane has directly 
set up just one goal this term, while 
seven of Alli’s nine assists have 
resulted in Kane scoring. 

That is a far more one-sided 
arrangement than Jamie Vardy and 
Riyad Mahrez’s partnership, with their 
eight-goal assists tally split at five 
assists for Mahrez and three for Vardy. 

At 22 and 20 respectively, time is on 
the side of Kane and AIM to take their 
partnership onto the next level for club 
and country.

Cherries need to 
‘stay in the game’ 

MIDFIELDER Andrew Surman admits Cherries must stay 
in games for longer periods if they are to enjoy success 
against the Premier League’s big guns. 

Goals in quick succession from Liverpool’s Roberto 
Firmino and Daniel Sturridge rocked Cherries shortly before 
the break at Vitality Stadium last Sunday. 

Eddie Howe’s side were left with a mountain to climb 
against the Europa League semi-finalists and matters could 
have got worse had Sturridge not twice hit the woodwork in 
the second half. 


Familiar pattern 

Tireless frontman Joshua King pulled one back in 
stoppage-time before centre-half Steve Cook headed onto 
the roof of the net in the dying embers, with referee Mike 
Jones sounding the final whistle moments later. 

Former Saints star Surman - who made his competitive 
debut at St Mary’s in January 2006 - felt the the clash had 
swung on the minutes leading up to the interval and 
admitted events had followed a familiar recent pattern. 

Cherries went 2-0 down inside 16 minutes at Tottenham at 
the end of last month and were 3-0 down inside 19 minutes 
against Manchester City, with Surman stating his team had 
in recent times not tested title-chasing sides as well as they 
might. 

Surman said: “We probably didn’t play as well as we have 
done and didn’t give ourselves the best chance. There were 
not enough players at it. 

“Having said that, we were still level after 40 minutes and 
if we could have got to half-time at 0-0,1 think it could have 
been a completely different second half. 

“Unfortunately, as was the case in three recent games 
against top sides, we were out of the game at half time. 

“When you are chasing games against teams like

Liverpool, Manchester City and Spurs, it’s very difficult to 
get back into it and you leave yourself open to conceding 
more goals. 

“They are good sides, counter-attacking teams who will 
hurt you, so it’s always tough. 

“Of course we’re disappointed. We don’t feel we gave 
ourselves the best chance and subsequently we lost the 
game.” 

Victory handed Liverpool their third straight success in all 
competitions and allowed the Merseysiders to rise to eighth 
in the standings, just five points behind Louis van Gaal’s 
fifth-placed Manchester United. 

Asked for his views on the secret to staying with top sides 
on the pitch, Surman added: “It’s hard to put your finger on 
it. 

“I didn’t really feel Liverpool looked like scoring in the first 
half. They had a lot of the ball and they have good players 
but I felt we were in the game until they scored their first 
goal, even though we weren’t playing at our best. 

‘Killed us’ 

“The second goal killed us. At 1-0, we were still in the 
game but conceding a second so quickly afterwards put the 
game a little bit beyond reach. 

“Credit to the lads because we still had a go and created 
enough chances to get back into it but, unfortunately, the 
damage was done in the first half.”

Kings end 20-year trophy wait 



KINGS’ claimed a 3-1 win 
over Romsey in the Hamp¬ 
shire Schools’ FA Under-16 
Cup - a third county soccer 
trophy of the season for the 
Winchester establishment. 

They had previously won the Un- 
der-13 Boys Cup and the Under-16 
Girls Trophy - an impressive haul 
Kings’ can increase if the girls’ win 
the England Schools Cup in Man¬ 
chester next month. 

Dan Holt, within 86 seconds of the 
kick-off, Jack Down and Joe Sutherd¬ 
en scored the goals against Romsey, 
writes Mike Vimpany.

Here, the Sports Pink looks at some 
of the key sporting events from the year 
of her birth, 1926. 

Football 

- Huddersfield Town became the first 
team to win the league title three times 
in a row, edging Arsenal by five points. 

- Bolton became FA Cup champions 
with a 1-0 win over Manchester City in 
the fourth FA Cup final at the Empire 
(now Wembley) Stadium. 

- Scotland won the Home 
Championship, winning all three 
matches against Wales, Ireland and 
England without conceding a goal. 

Cricket 

- England won the Ashes 1-0 at the 
Oval after the first four Tests were 
drawn. Jack Hobbs and Herbert 
Sutcliffe both hit centuries. 

- Lancashire ended a four-year 
stranglehold on the County 
Championship by Roses rivals 
Yorkshire. 

- India, New Zealand and the West 
Indies were awarded Test status. 


Tennis 

- Great Britain’s Kitty McKane Godfree 
won the women’s Wimbledon 
championship for a second time. 
France’s Jean Borotra took the men’s 
title. 


Rugby 

- Ireland and Scotland shared rugby 
union’s Five Nations Championship with 
three wins apiece, while France took 
the wooden spoon. 

- Wigan claimed their third Rugby 
League Championship, while Swinton 
beat Oldham in the Challenge Cup final. 

Boxing 

- Gene Tunney upset Jack Dempsey to 
win the world heavyweight title on 
points in front of an estimated 120,000 
fans in Philadelphia’s Sesquicentennial 
Stadium. 


Golf 

- Amateur Bobby Jones became the 
first player to win both the Open 
Championship and US Open in the 
same year. 

Horse racing 

- William Watkinson became the first

‘We were soft and sloppy 
against Hampshire’ - Gale

SKIPPER Andrew Gale admits 
county champions Yorkshire 
were “soft and sloppy” at times 
as they opened their Specsavers 
Division One campaign with a 
stalemate against Hampshire. 

Gale insists there will be no 
panic at Headingley after just 
one match in pursuit of a third 
successive title. 

But after racking up 593 for 
nine declared and then reduc¬ 
ing Hampshire to 141 for five 
by the end of day two, failing 
to bowl their depleted hosts out 
under the follow-on target and 
limping to 183 for eight declared 
themselves on the final evening, 
Yorkshire’s start to the season is 
clearly a work in progress. 

Gale cited the need for more 
substantial runs against the new 
ball - after four of the top six 
mustered only 20 between them 
even in Yorkshire’s mammoth 
first innings. 

He is confident their much- 
feared attack can bowl better too, 
and is hoping for a significant 
all-round improvement against 
Warwickshire next week. 

“It’s not panic stations - it’s the 
first game of the season,” said 
Gale. 

“If this game has taught us any¬ 
thing, it’s that you can’t afford to 
slack off for a couple of sessions 
against any team in this division 

- so we’ll have to make sure we’re 
really on it. 

“I didn’t feel we slacked off 
on the third day; I just felt we 
weren’t at our best. 

“I thought we were just a bit 
sloppy and a bit soft. 

“That’s not a sign of the cricket 
we’d like to play 

“We’ve flagged it up, and it 
won’t happen again.” 

Jonny Bairstow’s first-innings 
double-hundred, and centuries 
too from opener Adam Lyth and 
Liam Plunkett from number 
eight, appeared to be a statement 
of Yorkshire’s intent. 

Thereafter, though, they made 
little progress as Hampshire - 
even with a raft of injuries, in¬ 
cluding the ankle Fidel Edwards 
damaged in the warm-up on the 
last morning - fought back. 

James Vince and Sean Ervine 
both scored centuries as Hamp¬ 
shire eventually avoided the fol¬ 
low on with some ease. 

Gale added: “The first two days, 
we dominated; the last two, a lot 
of credit has to go to Hampshire 
as well for the way they fought 
back. 

“They didn’t lie down and die.” 

“But I thought from a bowling 
point of view, we were a little 
bit short and a little bit wide at 
times - and then today, we just 
weren’t quite on it with the bat. 

“We just expected to get a draw 

- and in the end, we came out of it 
happy with a draw really” 

It was always a long shot York¬ 
shire could press for victory af¬ 
ter two Hampshire hundreds on 
day three. 

“I didn’t think for a minute 
we’d probably have enough time 
left to set the game up,” said Gale.

“Then as soon as we were two 
or three down, we just had to con¬ 
centrate on getting a solid draw.” 

As for the future, he warns 
Yorkshire cannot leave it up to 
the prolific Bairstow to bail them 


out with big hundreds every 
match - all the more so once he 
is away with England, from next 
month. 

“There’s going to come a period 
in the season when you can’t rely 
on your Jonny Bairstows to keep 
standing up and making unbe¬ 
lievable contributions. 

“The lad’s playing a different 
game to the rest of us, I think. 

“(But) we won’t be able to rely 
at 40 for three on Jonny to come 
in and get a double-hundred. 

“The first three partnerships, 
you know, at Headingley you’ve 
got to earn the right against the 
new ball. 

“It is very, very difficult - as 
shown in this game - but you’ve 
got to find a way” 

• Yorkshire may face another 
struggle to hold on to their dual 


county championship-winning 
coach Jason Gillespie, if Aus¬ 
tralia try to recruit him at the 
end of this season. 

Gillespie has led Yorkshire to 
successive titles, and was on the 
short-list last year to replace 
Peter Moores as England coach 
- a role eventually taken by his 
compatriot Trevor Bayliss. 

Australia are currently with¬ 
out a bowling coach, following 
Craig McDermott’s departure. 

Gillespie’s credentials, as a 
former fast bowler for his native 
country, are obvious - and Aus¬ 
tralia coach Darren Lehmann 
has confirmed he is sure to be in 
the running. 

“Gillespie will certainly be at 
forefront ,” former Yorkshire 
batsman Lehmann said this 
week.

The former Manchester United striker 
arrived at Cardiff in January 2014, but 
could not save the Bluebirds from 
relegation as they finished bottom of 
the Premier League. He left in 
September after the club’s poor start to 
the Championship campaign. 

Egil Olsen 

The former Norway manager enjoyed 
a successful stint in charge of the

national team from 1990 to 1998, but 
his solitary season in English football 
resulted in Wimbledon’s relegation 
from the Premier League in 2000. The 
Dons have not returned to the top flight 
since. 

Stale Solbakken 

The one-time Wimbledon midfielder 
took over at Wolves after the club had 
been relegated to the Championship in 
2012. He was sacked the following 
January with the club struggling in the 
league and having been knocked out of 
the FA Cup by then non-league Luton. 

Henning Berg 

A three-time Premier League title 
winner as a player, Berg lasted just 57 
days of a three-year contract as 
Blackburn manager in 2012, tasting 
victory in just one Championship game.

EMMANUEL ADEBAYOR 
(Crystal Palace) 97 

The Togo striker has scored Pre¬ 


mier League goals for Arsenal, 
Manchester City and Tottenham 
and is now only three short of the 
100 mark after his solitary Palace 
strike against Watford in February 
Now 32, and only initially under 
contract with Palace until the end 
of the season, he might need an¬ 
other campaign in the top flight to 


make it. 

PETER CROUCH (Stoke) 96 

Another striker very much in the 
veteran stage who has scored in the 
Premier League for six clubs - As¬ 
ton Villa, Southampton, Liverpool, 
Portsmouth, Tottenham and Stoke. 
The 35-year-old is only four short 


of his century, but doubts over his 
Stoke future may mean he does not 
get there. 

GABRIEL AGBONLAHOR (As¬ 
ton Villa) 73 

Of players still active, Agbonla- 
hor is third highest on the list of 
those with under 100 goals. But the 
odds must be high on him getting 
the 27 he needs for three figures, 
with Villa in the Championship 
next season and potential top-flight 
suitors probably put off by his cur¬ 
rent suspension. 

DANIEL STURRIDGE (Liver¬ 
pool) 67 

The England striker has shown 
his deadly finishing skills at Man¬ 
chester City, Chelsea, Bolton (loan) 
and Liverpool and, but for his well- 
documented injuries, might have 
well hit the ton by now. Sturridge is 
still only 26, though, and will sure¬ 
ly reach three figures if he can put 
his injury problems behind him. 

ROMELU LUKAKU (Everton) 
60 

The Belgian powerhouse has 
scored 18 of his Premier League 
goals at Everton this season, net¬ 
ting 43 for the Toffees in total with 
another 17 coming in a West Brom 
loan spell. Only a big-money trans¬ 
fer abroad is likely to stop him 
reaching three figures in the next 
couple of seasons. 

THEO WALCOTT (Arsenal) 55 

The argument whether Walcott 
is a winger or a central striker has 
almost raged for as long as he has 
been at Arsenal. In those 10 years 
the ex-Saints starlet has man¬ 
aged 55 Premier League goals and, 
though at 27 he has time on his side 
to score another 45, it may well 
be that the attempt is somewhere 
away from the Emirates Stadium. 

OLIVIER GIROUD (Arsenal) 53 

Another Arsenal forward who 
has broken the 50-goal barrier dur¬ 
ing his four seasons in north Lon¬ 
don. But doubts persist whether 
the France international is the 
striker Arsenal need to deliver the 
Gunners a long-awaited title and 
getting to 100 goals might be be¬ 
yond the 29-year-old. 

CHRISTIAN BENTEKE (Liver¬ 
pool) 49 

The Belgium striker was on fire 
at Aston Villa with 42 goals in 89 
league appearances but he has lost 
his way at Liverpool where he ap¬ 
pears to have a very short shelf life 
under Jurgen Klopp. If the 25-year- 
old is to get the 51 goals he needs 
for three figures, it will almost cer¬ 
tainly be away from Anfield. 

HARRY KANE (Tottenham) 48 

A long way back on the list right 
now - but who would back against 
the England striker being the next 
to 100 goals? Scored 21 in the league 
in his breakthrough season last 
year and already has 24 to his name 
in this campaign.

Now 52, he started his playing career 
at Celtic in 1980 but left for Cambridge 
three years later. However, it is as a 
manager he is best known, managing 
Preston before a nine-year stint at 
Everton, which was followed by an ill- 
fated 10-month reign at Manchester 
United after Sir Alex Ferguson retired.

NEIL LENNON 

The 44-year-old would have his 
supporters, having largely made a good 
impression in a four-year reign with the 
Hoops which ended less than two years 
ago. A former captain, he guided them 
to three Premier Leagues and two 
Scottish Cups, as well as successive 
appearances in the group stages of the 
Champions League. Available after an 
unsuccessful 17-month spell with 
struggling Bolton - and has admitted he 
would be interested in the job. 

ROY KEANE 

Self-confessed Celtic fan Keane, 44, 
ended his playing career with the club 
in 2006 but turned down the chance to 
succeed Lennon as boss because he 
did not feel they wanted him enough.

He then led Sunderland from the 
bottom of the Championship to the top 
but failed to make an impression with 
them in the Premier League, before an 
anticipated promotion challenge at 
Ipswich failed to materialise and he left 
after less than two years in the job.

The Great Bike Race 
By Geoffrey Nicholson

Recently, Velodrome Publishing 
launched their Vintage Velodrome 
series by publishing Geoffrey 
Nicholson’s The Great Bike Race, one 
of the first English language accounts 
of the Tour de France in a book, one 
which, according to William 
Fotheringham, who penned the 
introduction, can change and even 
shape your life. 

Yes, it’s that good. 

Nicholson’s journalistic coverage of 
the 1976 Tour was among the first to be 
compared with that of more 
‘accomplished’ writers who traditionally 
reported on serious matters such as 
politics or industry. 

You sense that his descriptions of the 
Tour’s most iconic locations are the 
longer, unedited versions of reports he 
submitted to his sports desk over 
crackly lone telephones in central 
France and here, the reader can enjoy 



them in full. 

“If AIpe d’Huez was a rigorous climb, 
with its mathematical progression of 
tight corners and steep inclines,” he 
writes, “the Izoard is far more 
awesome, a rocky wilderness at 7,743 
feet, which needs only a few bleached 
skulls at the roadside to complete its 
sense of desolation.” 

This sporting classic opens with the 
most captivating of sentences: “In my 
case,” says Nicholson, “I came upon 
the Tour de France by way of Whitley 
Bay and Morecambe.” 

Readers are hooked from the start, 
but as Fotheringham points out, this is 
more than a collection of snappy one- 
liners. 

The book’s ‘blend’ of what 
Fotheringham calls the Tour’s four core 
elements, “travelogue, anecdote, 
dramatis personae and narrative, is... 
presented with a perfect turn of phrase, 
the craftsmanship worn so lightly that a 
wry smile is ever present as you scan 
the page.” 

Nicholson is often (rightly) credited 
with laying the seeds from which 
cycling greats such as Wiggins and Hoy 
grew. 

He was also responsible for 
something else: writing beautifully 
about a sport he held dear.

Hants ace Fidel breaks

HAMPSHIRE strike bowl¬ 
er Fidel Edwards faces a 
lengthy spell on the side¬ 
lines - after breaking his an¬ 
kle while playing football, 
writes SIMON WALTER.

1 Graeme Hick, 303 no for 
Worcestershire at the County 
Ground, Southampton, 1997 

Simon Renshaw struck early 
when Worcestershire won the toss 
and chose to bat in an end of season 
encounter at Newlands Road. 

But all that did was to bring in No 
3 bat Graeme Hick. 

Three years after his historic 
405 not out at Taunton, Hick ham¬ 
mered an unbeaten 303 as Worces¬ 
tershire rattled up 538-2 declared in 
136 overs. 

It was a new record innings 
against Hampshire in first class 
cricket, and remains so to this day. 

Hick and Tom Moody (180 no out) 
shared an unbroken third wicket 
stand of 428. 

Hampshire replied by making 
just nine more runs as a team than 
Hick had managed on his own. 

Following on, Hampshire fared 
better - but only by one more run, 
313 all out compared to 312 all out. 

That left Worcestershire 80 to win 
and they knocked them off for the 
loss of one wicket. Hick was un¬ 
beaten on 28. 

2 Percy Holmes, 302 not out for 
Yorkshire at Portsmouth, 1920 

Hick’s innings beat by just one 
run the score Holmes rattled up at 
US Portsmouth 77 years earlier. 

Holmes and fellow opener Her¬ 
bert Sutcliffe (131) put on 347 for 
the first wicket as Yorkshire posted 
a massive 585-3 declared. 

That remained the Tykes’ high¬ 
est Championship score against 
Hampshire until Bairstow’s hero¬ 
ics earlier this week at Headingley 

In reply Rockley Wilson and Wil¬ 
fred Rhodes shared all ten wickets 
as Hampshire were routed for 131. 

Forced to follow on, they col¬ 
lapsed again to 119-7 before finally 
managing to reach 219. 

That still left them embarrassed 
by an innings and 235 runs. 

3 Lionel Palairet, 292 for Som¬ 
erset at the County Ground, 
Southampton, 1896 

Palairet fell eight runs short of 
becoming the first man to score a 
triple century against Hampshire.

Replying to Hampshire’s 277 first 
innings, opener Paynter and Buddy 
Oldfield (135) ran riot as Lanca¬ 
shire posted 578-6 declared. They 
eventually won by an innings and 
160 runs. 


5 Len Hutton, 280 not out for 
Yorkshire at Sheffield, 1939 

Replying to Hampshire’s first in¬ 
nings 174 all out, Hutton and Her¬ 
bert Sutcliffe (116) put on 315 for the 
first Yorkshire wicket. 

That was Hampshire’s sole suc¬ 
cess, as Hutton and Wilf Barber 
(91no) took the hosts to a huge 493-1 
declared. 

Hampshire were dismissed for 
190 second time round to be routed 
by an innings and 129 runs. 

6 Thomas Cook, 278 for Sussex 


at Hove, 1930 

Cook was unbeaten on 241 at the 
end of the first day as Sussex even¬ 
tually reached 537. Hampshire bat¬ 
ted out the draw 

7 Ernie Hayes, 276 for Surrey 
at The Oval, 1909 

A remarkably spineless perfor¬ 
mance by Hampshire resulted in 
a whopping innings and 468 run 
thrashing. 

Hayes and Jack Hobbs (205) put 
on 371 for the second wicket as the 
hosts romped to a massive 742 in 





138 overs. 

It was Hobbs’ first ever first class 
double century - but not his last 
in a career which ended with him 
scoring 199 first class hundreds. 

In reply Hampshire slithered to 
129 all out and, following on, 145 all 
out. 

8 Frederick Bowley, 276, for 
Worcestershire at Dudley, 1914 

Opener Bowley compiled what 
would be the highest score of his

Endurance 

The Extraordinary Life & 
Times of Emii Zatopek

There was a time when those wishing to 
delve into the sporting past were almost 
exclusively reliant upon catching a timely 
television documentary or, shock, horror, 
reading about it. 

Nowadays, YouTube is the ‘go-to’ place for 
revisiting sporting history. 

In amongst far-reaching, vertiginous 
mountain ranges of videoed dross and 
nonsense, it is possible to unearth snippets 
of outstanding sporting moments; few 
are better than clips of Emile Zatopek, 
the Czech considered by many to be the 
greatest long-distance runner of all time. 

His running style, generously described as 
ungainly, was likened to a man wrestling an 
octopus on a conveyor belt. 

Balding head tilted to one side, face 
screwed up in pain, Zatopek often appeared 
to be in great distress, yet because he knew 
he trained harder than any of his opponents 
(he’s credited with inventing interval 
training), he invariably came out on top. 

Born in 1922, one of seven children.

Zatopek left school at 14 to work in a local 
shoe factory, although it would be another 
five years before his running ability was 
spotted. 

In 1951, he became the first man to run 
20km in under an hour; at the Helsinki 
Olympics the following year, he won the 
5,000m, 10,000m and the marathon, setting 
Olympic records in all three. 

An insight into Zatopek’s political views 
came immediately before his departure 
for Helsinki after the father of Czech team¬ 
mate Stanislav Jungwirth was imprisoned 
for ‘political offences’. Jungwirth was 
simultaneously thrown off the team, 
whereupon Zatopek, who had won Olympic 
gold and silver in London four years 
previously, announced that: “If Standa does 
not go, nor will I.” 

In an oppressive communist state it was a 
brave move, but the authorities succumbed 
and allowed the pair to travel. 

His card, however, was permanently marked. 
When Russian tanks rolled into Prague in 
1968, Zatopek, then a lieutenant-colonel 
in the Czech army, was a high-profile 
protester. His liberal stance resulted in him 
being thrown out of the Communist party, 
dismissed from the army and the loss of his 
army pension. 

Following the collapse of the Berlin wall, 
Zatopek was rehabilitated and once more 
feted at home and abroad, but he had 
endured a dark period of exile. 

Zatopek’s is a fascinating story of 
determination and drive.
